der in connection with the slaying 
last New Year Day of Charles 
F. 
McMullin, wealthy landowner of Sik- 
eston. 
The verdict was returned in court 
a t 8,30 a. m, today, only 20 minutes 
after the jury had resumed delibera­ 
tions. The case was given to the jury 
a t 11 o’clock Friday night, but 
the 
jury deliberated only a few minutes 
before retiring for the night, 
and 
resumed its deliberation this morn­ 
ing. 
It was the second trial for Riley, 
and' the verdict came after a three- 
day hearing, during which 
all 
the 
evidence subm itted at the first trial 
was given again. 
The state sought 
to prove that the slaying «was delib­ 
erate and the result of previous trou­ 
ble between McMullin and his tenant, 
while the 
defense 
contended 
that 
McMullin was the aggressor in the 
argum ent on the early morning 
January 1, w’hich 
resulted 
in 
tragedy. 
The shooting occurred on a 
farm 
near LaValle, owned 
by 
McMullin, 
and leased by Riley. 
The testimony 
showed that McMullin and Bob Win­ 
ner, his riding boss, had gone to the 
farm early on the morning of Jan u ­ 
ary 1 to arrange for the removal of 
the hogs, which previously had been 
taken there for Riley to feed. Sever­ 
al of the hogs had died, the evidence 
showed, this being the reason for the 
removal. 
Minner, the sta te ’s chief witness, 
claimed that he and McMullin reach­ 
ed the farm shortly a fter daybreak, 
and that while 
at a pump in 
the 
barnyard, Riley emerged from 
the 
house, and began cursing them. 
He 
then 
returned 
to 
the 
house and 
emerged a moment later with a shot­ 
gun, according to Miner, and opened 
fire. 
McMullin was hit by the first 
shot, Miner 
contended, 
and 
then 
Riley turned the gun on Miner, but 
the latter pleaded with him 
not 
to 
shoot. 
McMullin was taken by Min­ 
er to an adjoining farm house, from 
where he was removed to a Cairo hos­ 
pital, where he passed away. 
The defense, 
however, 
contended 
th at McMullin went to the farm arm ­ 
ed with a revolver and shotgun, and 
th at Miner was also armed. 
Riley 
testified that he had started hunting 
and that when he approached the two 
men he carried the shotgun 
on 
his 
arm . 
It was his contention that Mc­ 
Mullin started the argum ent and fir­ 
ed several shots at him from a 
re 
v i lver. 
He also said that Miner fired 
a t him. 
The state produced witnesses 
to 
bear out their contention that 
Riley 
Imd threatened McMullin’s life, while 
the defense used Mrs. Riley, her son, 
and a hired man. who testified they 
v.ere witnesses to the shooting, each 
declaring that both 
McMullin 
and 
Miner fired several shots from re­ 
volvers. 
Judge Frank Kelly presided at the 
trial; the state was represented 
by 
Prosecuting A ttorney 
C. A. Powell, 
Robert L, W ard and H. C. Blanton; 
and the defense by Munger, Farris 
& Munger, and J. Val Baker. 


Chas. F. McMullin was a man 
of 
high ideals, a man of progress, a man 
who stood by and backed his tenants 
He was a successful farm er and bus 
iness man and accumulated his hold­ 
ings by the sweat of his brow 
and 
th at of his tenants. 
When he pros 
pered, they prospered. 
He kept his 
farm s up to a high standard of im­ 
provement and sought and had high 
grade tenants, because of his ideals 
ond willingness to provide the best of 
everything for them in 
order 
that 
they might prosper together. 
It was 
in this line of duty that he sought to 
assist Frank Riley by sending a car 
load of hogs to turn into a field 
of 
corn where too much water prevent­ 
ed human 
beings 
from 
gathering 
This was the cause of the m isunder­ 
standing 
th at 
led to the 
shooting 
Nothing developed at any of the pre­ 
lim inary 
hearings 
or 
trials 
that 
would reflect in the least on the high 
of character of Chas. F. McMullin and 
the in death his name and character re­ 
mains unstained and in the future his 
life will be referred to as an example 
of what a poor man can do if he has 
the capacity, the will power and the 
energy to 
persevere. 
He consulted 
with and was confidential with 
his 
tenants, he sought their advice 
and 
gave his, he furnished the finances to 
back it all, and with such good feel­ 
ing he advanced to the top in his pro­ 
fession as a farm er and 
landowner. 
Hrs judgm ent and advice was sound 
and his aid sought when any under­ 
taking was up for the betterm ent of 
his city or state. 
His body is 
dead 
but his being lives. 


Frank Riley is a man 
of 
middle 
age, clean cut feature/, six feet, well 
built and handsome for a man. To a 
stranger in any «ection of the coun 
try he would be taken for a prosper 
ous, well-to-do 
farm er, 
banker 
or 
merchant. 
He has a good 
counten­ 
ance, a keen eye, is as 
bright as a 
dollar and a leader of men in his sec­ 
tion. 
The evidence showed that 
he 
had th< business respect of some very 
influeia iai men, notwithstanding that 
he had plead guilty several times and 
paid fines for infractions of the law 
They said he was an average citizen 
of the community in which he resid­ 
ed and that his word was good. 
His 
testim ony at the different hearing:- 
and trials, varied somewhat, and the 
evidence of his fam ily and close fol­ 
lowing, seemed to the listener to have 
been trained, but none of it, we im­ 
agine. was considered by the jury as 
again came the point of self defense 
as both men were armed and the fir­ 
ing of the pistol and shot gun were 
alm ost simultaneous? Riley being hit 
three times and McMullin twice, once 
in the side and one shot in the fore­ 
head. 


The above story tells of the

come of the 
second 
trial of 
Frank 
Riley for the shooting 
of Chas. 
F. 
McMullin on the first day of January. 


1926, from the effects 
of 
which 
he 
died a few days later. 
Comments are 
not necessary as 
Frank Riley 
has 


been acquitted by a jury 
of 
twelve 
men and is now a free man to pur- 
sure such course as his will ofr con­ 
science may dictate. 
Life is sweet 
to any man whatever 
might 
have 
been his past and the law gives 
to 
m an the right to shoot to kill if he 
believes his life is in danger and this 
is the point that gave Frank Riley 
his liberty. 
He 
believed his life in 
danger and in self defense shot 
to 
kill. 
The evidence was contradictory 
as to who fired the first 
shot 
and 
Chas. F. McMullin is dead and Frank 
Riley lives and is 
a free 
man. 
It 
was shown that McMullin was armed 
when he arrived a t the Riley home 
and Riley appeared with a shot gun 
under his arm . 
The results that fol­ 
lowed was easily explained. 
McMul­ 
lin had received word of threats and 
fo r that reason would send no other 
man down to the 
Riley 
home 
and 
Riley, to back the threats, was fixed. 
The law should have been invoked but 
it was not. 
No other 
consideration 
was before the minds of the jury, we 
believe, except the one point of self 
defense, and the 
preponderance 
of 


McMullin is dead and Riley is alive. 
So ends 
one of the most 
regretted 
shootings 
that 
ever 
happened 
in 
Southeast Missouri and one that was 
so unnecessary, if the due process of 
law had only been invoked. 
Those 
closely 
connected 
and 
the 
public 
should look on this episode with re­ 
gret instead of bitterness, as life to 
Frank Riley is just as sweet as 
to 
any of us, notw ithstanding his 
past, 
as one of them was to die when guns 
were drawn and shot began to fly.

THIS WEEK IN MO. HISTORY 


Seventy 
years 
ago, 
October 13, 
1866, the first St. Louis Fair was in­ 
augurated. 
It was commonly known 
as the “Mississippi Valley Fair” The 
organization was given the name of 
the “St. Louis Agricultural 
and Me­ 
chanical Association” when its char­ 
ter was granted in December, 
1855, 
by the General 
Assembly 
of 
the 
state through the efforts of Hon. J. 
R. Barret, who was chosen first pres­ 
ident of the association, 
Numerous 
agricultural 
societies 
had existed previous to 1856, but none 
of them had been permanent altho’ 
they participated in exhibitions. 
It 
was through the tireless work of Hon. 
J. R. Barret that the Annual Fair Ex­ 
hibition came into existence as early 
as it did. 
The object of the fair 
was 
set 
forth in a striking 
editorial 
of 
a 
journal of that date which declared 
the purposes of the association to be 
“the promotion of improvements 
in 
all the various departments of agri­ 
culture including not only the great 
staples of industry and trade, 
but 
also fruits, vegetables and ornamen­ 
tal 
gardening, the promotion of me­ 
chanic arts 
in 
all 
their 
various 
branches, the improvement of breeds 
of all useful and domestic animalg, 
the general advancement of rural ec­ 
onomy and household manufactures, 
and 
the 
dissemination 
of 
useful 
knowledge upon these subjects”. 
The 
first board of directors 
was 
elected in 1856, several months pre­ 
ceding the fair. They were: 
Andrew 
Harper, Thomas T. January, Henry 
Clay Hart, John Withnell, Thornton 
Grimsley, Frederick Dings, James M. 
Hughes, Henry S. Turner, Charles L. 
Hunt, John M. Chambers, Henry

Immediately following the election 
of the board of directors, officers for 
the first year of the association were

Col. 
John O’Fallon, extensive pro­ 
perty holder in St. Louis at that time, 
became a great benefactor to 
the 
association when he made a proposi­ 
tion to the directors for an ideal fair 
ground location, which they bought 
for $50,000, but which was valued at 
twice that amount. 
An amphitheater 
seating 
10,000 
persons was completed for the open­ 
ing date of the fair. 
Hon. Sterling 
Price, governor of Missouri, attend­ 
ed the initial session 
and 
reviewed 
tlie 
proceedings 
from 
horseback. 
Prizes totaling $10,000 were offer­ 
ed. 
During the Civil War, exhibitions 
were suspended and the grounds were 
used as a camp for soldiers known 
as ‘Benton 
Barracks". 
Exhibitions, 
however, were resumed in 1866 under 
the direction of A. B. Barret, 
then 
president of 
the 
association. 
The 
second amphitheater, seating 
25,000 
persons, was completed in 1870. 
With the growing popularity of the 
annual exhibitions, additional featur­ 
es were added and in 1876 the Eoo- 
logical 
Garden 
was 
opened. 
Two 
years late, one of the great industrial 
parades in the history of the associ­ 
ation was held, in which there were 
thirteen divisions and 
innumerable 
floats of the respective units repre­ 
sented. 
The mechanical 
division 
of 
the 
fair was vital because St. Louis was 
advantage point for.the manufacture 
and distribution of farm implements. 
A special organization called "Imple­ 
ment and Vehicle Board of 
Trade” 
functioned in St. Louis and directed 
ihe mechanical unit of the fair. 


Charles Green 
became 
president 
of the fair association in 1880 
and 
served for twelve successive years, 
a period in which there were many 


held in St. Louis. 
Since 1964 
there 
have been no annual fair exhibitions 
such as those that were held under 
the regime of the two 
associations, 
but there have been numerous expo­ 
sitions and pageants which have at­ 
tracted nation-wide interest 
in 
St. 
Louis. 
The last official fair bulletin 
for the St. Louis 
Association 
was 
published following the fair of 1903, 
and in it was an annouacement con­ 
cerning the Fair for the coming year.

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FRANK RILEY ACQUITTED OF 
KILLING ON SELF DEFENSE f 


Bloomfield, October 9.— Frank Ril-, evidence was for the 
defense—and 
ey, tenant farm er of near 
LaValle, McMullin was dead and Riley 
alive, 
was acquitted by a jury in 
circuit 
court here today of a charge of m ur­ 
der in connection with the slaying 
last New Year Day of Charles 
F. 
McMullin, wealthy landowner of Sik- 
eston. 
The verdict was returned in court 
at 8.30 a. m. today, only 20 minutes 
after the jury had resumed delibera­ 
tions. The case was given to the jury 
at 11 o’clock Friday night, but 
the 
jury deliberated only a few minutes 
before retiring for the night, 
and 
resumed its deliberation this morn­ 
ing. 
It was the second trial for Riley, 
and* the verdict came after a three- 
day hearing, during which 
all 
the 
evidence submitted at the first trial 
was given again. 
The state sought 
to prove that the slaying «was delib­ 
erate and the result of previous trou­ 
ble between McMullin and his tenant, 
while the 
defense 
contended 
that 
McMullin was the aggressor in the 
argument on the early morning 
of 
January 1, which 
resulted 
in 
the 
tragedy. 
The shooting occurred on a 
farm 
near La Valle, owned 
by 
McMullin, 
and leased by Riley. 
The* testimony 
showed that McMullin and Bob Min- 
ner, his riding boss, had gone to the 
farm early on the morning of Janu ­ 
ary I to arrange for the removal of 
the hogs, which previously had been 
taken there for Riley to feed, fiever- 
al of the hogs had died, the evidence 
showed, this being the reason for the 
removal. 
Minner. the state's chief witness, 
claimed that he and McMullin reach- 
td the farm shortly after daybreak, 
and that while 
at a pump in 
the 
barnyard, Riley emerged from 
the 
house, and began cursing them. 
He 
then 
returned 
to 
the 
house and 
emerged a moment later with a shot­ 
gun, according to Miner, and opened 
fire. 
McMullin was hit by the first 
shot, Miner 
contended, 
and 
then 
Riley turned the gun on Miner, but 
the latter pleaded with him 
not 
to 
shoot. 
McMullin was taken by Min­ 
er to an adjoining farm house, from 
where he was removed to a Cairo hos­ 
pital, where he passed away. 
The defense, 
however, 
contended 
that McMullin went to the farm arm ­ 
ed with a revolver and shotgun, and 
that Miner was also armed. 
Riley 
testified that he had started hunting 
and that when he approached the two 
men he carried the shotgun 
on 
his 
arm. 
It was his contention that Mc­ 
Mullin started the argument and fir­ 
ed several shots at him from a 
re­ 
volver. 
He also said that Miner fired 
at him. 
The state produced witness«*« 
to 
bear out their contention that 
Riley 
had threatened McMullin’s life, while 
the defense used Mrs. Riley, her son, 
and a hired man. who testified they 
were witnesses to the shooting, each 
declaring that both 
McMullin 
and 
* Miner fired several shots from re­ 
volvers. 
Judge Frank Kelly presided at the 
trial; the state was represented 
by 
l'rosecuting Attorney 
C. A. Powell, 
Robert L. Ward and H. C. Blanton; 
and the defense by Munger, Karris 
A M unger, and J. Val Baker. 


Chaa. F. McMullin was a man 
of 
high ideals, a man of progress, a man 
who stood by and backed his tenant«. 
He was a successful farm er and bus­ 
iness man and accumulated his hold­ 
ings by the sweat of his brow 
and 
that of his tenants. 
When he pros­ 
pered, they prospered. 
He kept his 
farms up to a high standard of im­ 
provement and sought and had high 
grade tenants, because of his ideals 
and willingness to provide the best of 
everything for them in 
order 
that 
they might prosper together. 
It was 
in this line of duty that he sought to 
assist Frank Riley by sending a car­ 
load of hogs to turn into a field 
of 
corn where too much water prevent­ 
ed human 
beings 
from 
gathering. 
This was the cause of the misunder­ 
standing 
that 
led to the 
shooting. 
Nothing developed at any of the pre­ 
liminary 
hearings 
or 
trials 
that 
would reflect in the least on the high 
character of Chas. F. McMullin and 
in death his name and character re­ 
mains unstained and in the future his 
life will he referred to as an example 
of what a poor man can do if he has 
the capacity, the will power and the 
energy to 
persevere. 
He consulted 
with and was confidential with 
his 
tenants, he sought their advice 
and 
gave his, he furnished the finances to 
back it all, and with such good feel­ 
ing he advanced to the top in his pro­ 
fession a.- a farmer and 
landowner. 
Hrs judgment and advice was sound 
and his aid sought when any under­ 
taking was up for the betterment of 
his city or state. 
His body is 
dead 
but his being lives. 


Frank Riley is a man 
of 
middle 
age, clean cut feature/, six feet, well 
built and handsome for a man. To a 
stranger in any section of the coun­ 
try he would be taken for a prosper­ 
ous, well-to-do 
farmer, 
banker 
or 
merchant. 
He has a good 
counten­ 
ance, a keen eye, is as 
bright as a 
dollar and a leader of men in his sec­ 
tion. 
The evidence showed that 
he 
hail th« business respect of some very 
influeucial men, notwithstanding that 
he had plead guilty several times and 
paid fines for infractions of the law. 
They said he was an average- citizen 
of the community in which he resid­ 
ed and that his word was good. 
His 
testimony at the different hearings 
and trials, varied somewhat, and the 
evident*«* of his family and close fol­ 
lowing. seemed to the listener to have 
been trained, but none of it, we im­ 
agine. was consider«*<l by the jury as 
again came the point of self defense 
as both men were armed and the fir­ 
ing of the pistol and shot gun were 
almost simultaneous? Riley being hit 
three times and McMullin twice, once 
in the side and one shot in the fore­ 
head. 


Tht* above story tells of the 
out­ 
come of the 
second 
trial of 
Frank 
Riley for the shooting 
of Chas. 
F. 
McMullin on the first day of January, 
1926, from the effects 
of 
which 
he 
died a few days later. 
Comments are 
not necessary as 
Frank 
Riley 
has 
been acquitted by a jury 
of 
twelve 
men and is now a free* man to pur- 
sure such course as his will or con­ 
science may dictate. 
Life is sweet 
to any man whatever 
might 
have 
been his paat and the law gives 
to 
man the right to shoot to kill if he 
believes his life is in danger and this 
is the point that gave Frank Riley 
his liberty. 
He 
believed his life in 
danger and in self defense shot 
to 
kill. 
The evidence was contradictory 
as to who fired the first 
shot 
and 
('has. F. McMullin is dead and Frank 
Riley live« and is 
a free 
man. 
It 
was shown that McMullin was armed 
when he arrived at the Riley home 
and Riley appeared with a shot gun 
under his arm. 
The results that fol 
low’ed was easily explained. 
McMul 
lin had received word of threats and 
for that reason would send no other 
man down to the 
Riley 
home 
and 
Riley, to back the threats, was fixed 
The law should have been invoked but 
it was not. 
No other 
consideration 
was before the minds of the jury, we 
believe, except the one point of self 
defense, and the 
preponderance 
of 


McMullin is dead and Riley is alive. 
So ends 
one of the most 
regretted 
shootings 
that 
ever 
happened 
in 
Southeast Missouri and one that was 
so unnecessary, if the due process of 
law had only b«*«*n invoked. 
Those 
losely 
connected 
and 
the 
public 
should look on this episode with re 
gret instead of bitterness, as life to 
Frank Riley is just as sweet as 
to 
any of us, notwithstanding his 
past, 
as one of them was to die when guns 
were drawn and shot began to fly.

Seventy 
year* 
ago, 
October 13, 
1866, the first St. Louis Fair was in­ 
augurated. 
It was commonly known 
as the “Mississippi Valley Fair” The 
organization waa given the name of 
the “St. Louis Agricultural 
and Me­ 
chanical Association” when its char­ 
ter waa granted in December, 
1866, 
by the General 
Assembly 
of 
the 
state through the efforts of Hon. J. 
R. Barret, who was chosen first pres­ 
ident of the association 
Numerous 
agricultural 
societies 
had existed previous to 1860, hut none 
of them had been permanent altho' 
they participated in exhibitions. 
It 
was through the tireless work of Hon. 
J. R. Barret that the Annual Fair Ex­ 
hibition came into existence as early 
as it did. 
The object of the fair 
was 
set 
forth in a striking 
editorial 
of 
a 
journal of that date which declared 
the purposes of the association to be 
“the promotion of improvements 
in 
all the various departments of agri­ 
culture including not only the great 
staples of industry and trade, 
hut 
also fruits, vegetables and ornamen­ 
tal 
gardening, the promotion of me­ 
chanic arts 
in 
all 
their 
various 
branches, the improvement of breeds 
of all useful and domestic animals, 
the general advancement of rural ec­ 
onomy and household manufactures, 
and 
the 
dissemination 
of 
useful 
knowledge upon these subjects”. 
The 
first board of directors 
was 
elected in 1856, several months pre­ 
ceding the fair. They were:

parades in the history of the associ­ 
ation was held, in which there were 
thirteen divisions nnd 
innumerable 
floats of the respective units repre­ 
sented. 
The mechanical 
division 
of

fair was vital because St. Louis was 
advantage point for.the manufacture 
and distribution of farm implements. 
A special organization called "Imple­

Charles Green

of the fair association in 1880

served for twelve successive years, 


held in St. Louis. 
Since 1904 
there 
have been no annual fair exhibitions 
such as those that were held under 
the regime of the two 
associations, 
but there have been numerous expo­ 
sitions and pageants which have at­

The last official fair bulletin

8.—The 
State Highway Commission has dis­ 
cretionary power to determine when 
it will make refunds 
in 
additional 
roads to a county, or other civil sub­ 
division, whose roads have been tak ­ 
en over as a part of tfie State High­ 
way System, the Supreme Court 
in 
banc held in a decision handed down 
this afternoon in a test rase brought 
by Liberty Township, Stoddbrd Coun­ 
ty. 
The decision affects county refund 
claims 
aggregating 
approximately 
$10,000,000, which have accumulated 
since construction of the State sys­ 
tem was 
started. 
The 
commission 
has followed a policy of making a re­ 
fund when all of the mileage 
in 
a 
county 
designated 
as 
part of the 
State system 
is 
completed. 
Under 
the court decision, upholding the com­ 
mission, it will be enabled to follow 
this practice. 
Liberty Township sought a writ of 
mandamus in 
Supreme 
Court, 
to 
compel the Highway Commission to 
repay the towmship, in cash, $31,633 
advanced from proceeds of a 
town­ 
ship bond issue, toward completion of 
a road within the township, between 
Dexter and Bernie. 
This road 
be­ 
came a part of State Highway No. 25. 


Township officers 
contended 
the 
money was advanced to expedite con­ 
struction, under a section of the State 
Road Law of 1921, providing later 
refunds in cash to 
the counties for 
such 
local 
money 
advanced. 
One 
section provides for 
a cash 
refund 
where money is advanced to complete 
a State route, while another section 
provides for a iwfund to the county 
in additional roads, for any 
county 
roads taken over as a part 
of 
the 
State system. 
The additional roads are to equal 
in value those taken over and are to 
be built under State supervision. 
Supreme Judge Atwood, who wrote 
the opinion, held that Mberty Town­ 
ship was not entitled to a refund 
in 
cash, because the road on which the 
money was expended did npt become 
a part of the State system until af­ 
ter it was «ompleted.

There was in 
interesting, if silent, battle of wits 
between the two men. 
Camp rightly 
thought that the pitcher would like 
to waste the first ball, by pitching 
it so far from the plate 
that

could not touch it. 
But that would

Results of recent livestock feeding 
experiments will be reported and de­ 
monstrated by the Missouri College 
of Agriculture at the experimental 
feed-lots on the University Farm at 
Columbia on Monday, October 25. 
A 
general invitation is extended by the 
College to livestock feeders 
to 
at­ 
tend this meeting. The program will 
begin immediately after the noonday 
meal so that those who wish to 
at­ 
tend from considerable distances can 
make the trip in one 
day 
w-ithout 
missing any of the discussion. 
Among the experiments to be re­ 
ported at this meeting is one in which 
seven lots of calves which were start­ 
ed on feed last winter, have been fed 
similar rations but handled according 
to different plans 
of 
management 
and fitted for market at various dat- j 
es. The facts brought out in this in­ 
vestigation will be of especial inter-
